AND TOLD THE PRESIDENT THAT 
THE SOUTH 


WAS FIRM ON GAUCASIAN SUPREMAGY. 


fhe Mayor of Memphis in His Address of 
Welcome Told Mr. Harrison the Plain 
Truth—The President's Reply. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 17.--The elegant 
special bearing the presidential party arrived 
at 8 o'clock promptly on schedule time, after 
an all-night run from Birmingham, Ala., over 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham 
road, across the northern part of Mississippi. 
No stops were made in that state, however, 
and the only incident of the run occurred at 
Jasper, Ala. That town was illuminated with 
many bonfiresin honor of the president and 
nearly 250 of the inhabitants gathered at the 
station to pay their respects. 

It was ll o’clock when the train reached 
there and the president, Postmaster General 
Wanamaker and the ladies of the party re- 
tired for the night. 

The people were disappointed at not being 
able to see the president but were gratified at 
being a lowed to pass through and inspect the 
observation car, with the numerous floral of- 
ferings received in Birmingham. Brief speeches 
were made by George W. Boyd and Russell 
Harrison. 

This morning when the train reached Bell- 
view station, seven miles of this city, it 
was boarded by a committee of citizens from 
Memphis, headed by R. C. Graves, William 
H. Moore and G. C. Matthews. A number of 
ladies accompanied the party, and presented 
Mrs. Harrison and the other ladies of the 
president’s party with bouquets of La France 
roses. 

Mayor L. C. Clapp and other municipal 
officers received the president on his arrival 
inthe city. A large crowd, including the 
Jocal militia, was gathered at the station, and 
cheered the president when he appeared on 
the platform. The party was immediately 
assigned to carriages, which were awaiting 
them, and driven up Main street to the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, fronting on Court square, 
which was massed with people. ‘ 

The president was escorted up the iron 
steps and introduced tothe assembled crowd 
by Mayor Clapp, who welcomed the president 
on behalf off the city. The president re- 
sponded. 

WHAT THE MAYOR SAID. 
i The president’s speech at Memphis was 
based mainly on the following remarks made 
by Mayor Clapp in his address of welcome: 

This is a restored, harmonious and indestructi- 
dle union. Oblivious as to the fact whether you are 
identified with one or the other of the great 
national parties, our people unite with one heart 
and with one voice in honoring you as the official 
head of our common country. In dealing with 
the great problem that has ever confronted any 
people, it is the habit and our intention, to be 
just and law-abiding, whilst at thesame time with 
an instinct, Mr. President, which pervades our 
race, the paramount aim is to guard our social 
purity, preserve our civilization and maintain 
Caucasian prestige and supremacy. 

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

My Fellow-Citizens: The name of the city of 

Memphis was familiar to me in my early boyhood. 


I wae born and reared upon one of the tributaries 


of the great river upon which your city is located; 
these river marts of commerce were familiar trad- 
ing posts to the farmers of the Ohio valley. I well 
remember when,on the shores of my father’s farm, 
old “Broadhorn” was loaded from the hay press 
andcorncrib to trade with the plantations along 
the lower Mississippi. I remember to have heard 
from him ana the neighbors, who constituted the 
crew of those pioneer crafts of river navigation, 
of the perils of these great waters; of the snags 
and caving banks of the lower Mississippi. In 
those times t states were largely supplied 
with grain and forage from the northwestern 
Btates. Here you were giving your attention to 
one or two great staple products, for which you 
found a large foreign market. 

I congratulate you that the progress of events 
has made you not less agricultural, but has di- 
versified your agriculture so that you are not now 
wholiy dependent upon these great staples for the 
income of yourfarms. It is a great thing that 
ye are now raising more wheat, inore corn, more 

ogs and cattle; that you are nowraising pota- 
toes, and watermelons, and cabbage. The Benefits 
of this diversification are very great, and the 
change symbolizes more than we at first realize, 
This change means that we are now coming to 
an understanding that meanness cannot 
be indus- 

. j you are adding 
to diversified agriculture diversified manufactur- 
ing pursuits; that you are turning your thought 
tocompressing and spinning eotton,as well as 
raising it. I Know no reason why these cotton 
States, which produce 75 per cent of the cotton of 
the world, should not spin the greater portion of 
it. I know of no reason why they should export 
it as raw material, rather than as a manufactured 
— holding in their midst the profits of this 
formation of the raw ma to the flnished 
product. [ Applause.) 

I hope it may be so. I see evidence that the peo- 
ple are turning their attention to new industries 
and are bringing into the midst of these 2 
communities a large population of artisans an 
labcrers to consume, at your own doors, the prod- 
uct of your farms. I am glad that a liberal 
government is making this great waterway to 
the sea safe and capable of an uninterrupted use. 
Iam glad that it is here making the shores of your 
own city convenient and safe, and that it is open- 
ing, north and south, an uninterrupted and cheap 
1 forthe products of these lands 
that lie along this t system of rivers. I am 
glad that it is bringing you in contact with the 
ports of the gulf that look out with near and in- 
Viting aspect towardsthe great tradein South 
America that we shall soon possess. 1 giad to 
believe that these great river towns wills 
exchange their burdens with American ships at 
‘the mouth of the Mississippi to be transported to 
foreign ports under the flag of ourcountry. (Great 
cheering.

Hewas followed by Gen- 
eral Rusk, after which the public reception 
was begun, the president standing in the door- 
way welcoming handshakers. 

The public reception was concluded about 
II o’clock,and the party took their carriages 
and were escorted to the Louisville and Nash- 
ville depot, the train in the meantime having 
been transferred there. Here another recep- 
tion was held by the entire party, a large 
crowd passing through the train. A number 
of beautiful floral offerings from private citi- 
zens were placed all around the train. 

Governor Eagle and the Arkansas commis- 
sioners who arrived this morning, met the 
party at the depot and will act as escort of the 
party to Little Rock. . 

OFF FOR LITTLE ROCK. 

At 11:55 o’clock the train passed slowly 
down tho incline to the immense ferry boat of 
the Little Rock and Memphis road, and at 
noon, amid the tremendous din of whisties, the 
boat moved slowly from the shore, and the 
presidential party was well on its way to the 
Arkansas capital. 

The president today informed the committee 
in charge of arrangements at Galveston, that 
he preferred that there should be no demon- 
stration in that city on Sunday next, as itis his 
desire to devote the whole day to a much- 
needed rest. The review of the school chil- 
dren, arranged for that day will, therefore, be 
abandoned. 

OLD ESTHER MET HIM. ; 

A pleasing incident of the president’s visit 
to Memphis was witnessed just as the train 
left the depot. Esther Morby, an aged colored 
woman who belonged to Mr. Har- 

grandfather, John E. Page, 
„ho was a playmate of the 
president in childhood, at Page Brook, Va., 
was trying to get a glimpse of him. Fora long 
time the police had kepther back with the 
crowd, until a reporter came along and escorted 
herin. From window to window of his car 
she went, not satisfied until she had found 
him and had shaken him cordially by the 
hand. Itis hardly possible to tell who en- 
joyed it more, the president or his old play- 
inate. The pleasure was evidently mutual. 
Fearing lest she would not see him, she had 
written him a letter and given it to an officer 
to deliver, which he did after the train 
started. 
Arrival at Little Rock. 

LrrrER Rock, Ark., April 17.—The presi- 
dent and party received a cordial welcome at 
this place. The governor of the state, the 
mayor of Little Rock and a committee of citi- 
zens including representatives of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and confederate vete- 
rans, met them at Memphis and escorted them 
tothe capital of Arkansas. The receiving 
party was increased at Carlisle, a sta- 
tion thirty miles out, by a number of 
ladies from Little Rock, including Mrs. Eagle, 
wife of the governor, and Mrs. Caldwell. A 
military salute was fired as the train reached 
this city, and the president was cheered by 
the large crowd assembled. He and the rest 
of his party were escorted to the statehouse, 
where a formal address of welcome was made 
by the governor and responded to by the 
president, Secretary Rusk and Postmaster 
General Wanamaker. The president then 
held a short public reception. 


THE GATES SHOULD BE CLOSED 


Against Paupers and Criminal Classes from 
Europe. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., April 17.—The commer- 
cial congress was called for 9 o’clock, but, 
owing to the late hour of adjournment of the 
reception last night, the delegates were slow 
to assemble, and it was after 10 o’clock when 
the convention was called to order. 

After prayer by Rev. Dr. Vassar, the unfin- 
ished programme of yesterday was taken up, 
the subject being ‘‘The Transportation and 
Improvement of Waterways, Lakes, Gulfs and 
Pacific Ports.“ 

S. A. Thompson, secretary of the Commer- 
cial Club of Duluth, advocated the improve- 
ment of the waterways as affording the cheap- 
est transportation. 

Colonel T. T. Catchings, of Mississippi, 
argued thatan increase in the water traffic, 
however great, would not decrease the railroad 
business, but would rather increase it. 

Hon. J. M. Murphy, of Iowa, spoke on the 
Hennepin canal. His life had one purpose and 
his heart one hope, and that was the construc- 


tion of the Hennepin canal. 
A. C. Fisk, of Denver, delivered an address 


upon Irrigation.“ 
WICKLIFFE ON IMMIGRATION. 

Mr. Wickliffe, of New Orleans, said he would 
treat his subject, Immigration and the Set- 
tlement of Vacant Lands,“ from the text, 
„America for Americans 

„We have been told,” he said, that this 
land is broad enough for all, but I submit that 
the countries of the old world have made it the 
dumping ground for their paupers and criminal 
classes, and I believe that I speak for the 
whole American people when I say 
that the time has come when that 
must stop. There is enough room 
for all who want to come here to be one of us, 
but not a foot of ground for one of those 
paupers and criminals of the old world. I 
may feel deeply upon the subject, but I have 
lately come fresh from a most terrible object 
lesson, which too clearly indicates the need 
of a change in our immigation laws. 

“T believe that this congress ought to de- 
clare that the national congress should pro 
hibit the landing of immigrants who are not 
Willing to become good citizens. I think this 
law ought to be putinto such shape that no 
man eke has not, withina given time, filed 
his intention for citizeuship, which is now 
altogether too short, and who has not within 
another given time taken out what are known 
as his second papers, ought to ba shipped 
back to e country from which 
he came. Gentlemen, it took twenty-one 

ears to make a voter out of each one of you; 

t does not take twenty-one seconds to make a 
voter out of a foreigner. Let no man step a 
foot upon the soilof Columbia who cannot 
bring a true bill of moral cleanliness. 

„ am, as some of you know, a states-right 
democrat, butI believe the power to make 
American citizens ought to be taken from the 
state courts and given to the general 
government. Perhaps you do not realize the 
need of all this, but in looking up the nation- 
ality of those criminals whom the citizens of 
New Orleans executed not long since, we found 
that in the naturalization papers of one of 
those his certificate of good moral character 
was certified to by two of his fellow-criminals. 
I believe that the scenes which we have wit- 
nessed during the last few weeks ought to be 
impossible. The raising of the glorious stars 
and stripes under that of a foreign flag, as was 

of our 
flags by bullets, as in Pennsylvania, very 
clearly indicates the need of a change of policy 
as regards our immigration laws.“

THEY WILL VOTE FORGALL 


UNLESS SOME DECISIVE STEPS 
ARE TAKEN EARLIER. 


CALL CAN BE ELECTED ON DIRECT VIE 


And Thus Throw Overboard the Obstructive 
Minority Which Is Standing in His 
Way in the Caucus. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., April 17.—[Special.]— 
The democratic caucus adjourned early last 
night, on motion of Senator Call’s friends. 

The break of Overstreet, an allianceman, 
from Call to Speer, created serious alarm. A 
considerable break from Call was feared, which 
brought a sudden adjournment. 

The contest has become a cold business af- 
fair, entirely free from all excitement and bad 
blood. The contending forces have abandoned 
vituperation and force measures, and both are 
relying upon the power of persuasion. 

THE SPEER CANVASS. 

Speer has not yet arrived, but responds that 
he is in the hands of his friends. His presence, 
it is believed, will add greatly to his strength. 
Speer served as state senator twelve 
years. He is about the caliber 
of Willitts, ot Kansas. 

An alliance caucus of the rank and file was 
held at 4o0’clock v. m. Five of the prominent 
leaders were requested not toattend. The 
purpose was to harmonize, if possible, which 
could not be done with the old leaders present. 
They refuse to give out the result of this effort. 

WHAT MAY BE DONE. 

It is believed that, unless some harmonious 
action can be determined on by the alliance, 
Call will be voted for by all of his sup- 
porters in open session on Tuesday next and 
elected. 

This would override the two-thirds rule, 
aud greatly impair the integrity of the demo- 
cratic party in the state. As to what Call’s 
friends will do the exigency is yet unknown. 

AN INTERESTING CAUCUS. 

The democratic caucus met at 8 o’clock p. 
m., with ninety-five present. The caucus pro- 
ceeded to take the eleventh ballot. Call, 56; 
Speer, 38; Bloxham, 2. . 

Mr. Whitehurst arose to explaiu his vote, 
and said that on yesterday a prominent man 
had said to him, that if he would vote for Call, 
it would be worth 8500 to him, which created 
a profound sensation. 

Mr. Clark arose and said that as a member 
of this legislature, as a democrat, and as a 
friend of Senator Call, he demanded that Mr. 
Whitehurst disclose the name of the party. 

Mr. Whitehurst gave the name of Mr. J. H. 
McClellan, fromthe county of Calhoun, not 
a member of the legislature. Under the ex- 
citement and confusion, calls were made for 
another ballot. The roll was called, and the 
following is the twelfth ballot: Call, 56; 
Speer, 39; Bloxham, 1. A motion to adjourn 
was defeated, and the caucus proceeded to the 
thirteenth ballot: Call, 56; Speer, 39; Blox- 
ham, 1. 

Fourteenth ballot—Call, 58; Speer 38; Blox- 
ham, 1. 

Fifteenth ballot—Call, 57; Speer, 38; Blox 
ham, 2. 

Here Senator Yancey read a note, disclaiming 
all knowledge of an offer of $500 made by 


McClellan to Whitehurst to influence the 


latter’s vote. ‘I denounce such proceedings 
in the severest terms.“

THE BOGUS STORY 


Out About Mocca, the Murdered 
Italian. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., April 17.—- [Special. 
A sensational story, dated Rockingham, this 
state, was printed in several daily papers, 
concerning John B. Mocca, the Italian who 
was so brutally murdered in this city Saturday 
night by one Henry Pranham. The telegram 
stated that Mocca told a prominent citizen of 
Gaffney City that he had killed nine citizens 
in the old country with his stiletto. It is most 
emphatically denied by the dead man’s wife 
and daughter. Your correspondent carried the 
article to the little fruit store on Trade street 
this afternoon, and asked her if, in her hus- 
band’s lifetime, such acrime was committed 
by him. She replied in broken English, say- 
jing that her husband heard of America and its 
good people, and how fast people could make 
money over here, and this was the cause of 
leaving their native country, and not be- 
cause the thoughts of the nine innocent men’s 
blood having been spilled. The feature, which 
has been brought to light.by some irresponsi- 
bie newspaper correspondent is likely to 
change the feelings of many who are shallow- 
brained enough to believe anything from a 
despicable source. A subscription list has been 
presented to the citizens of Charlotte, asking 
aid for this unfortunate family, and has found 
many subscribers, the family being in al- 
most destitute circumstances. 


THE TROOPS HAVE LEFT, 


And the Mine Operators Are Very Nervous 
About the Situation. 
ScoTTpALE, Pa., April 17.—The exodus of 
state troops, coupled with the large consign- 
ment of relief money, has braced the back- 
bones of 14,000 strikers still out, and the labor 
headquarters are radiant tonight as compared 
with the deep gloom of a few days past.

ATALK WITH MR. INMAN 


CERTAIN RUMORS FLOAT- 
ING AROUND. 


THE GEORGIA CENTRAL WILL BE LEASED. 


As The Constitution Stated, to the Georgia 
Pacific—But Mr. Inman Denies that 
New Bond-Issue Story. 


ABOUT 


New York, April 17.—President John H. 
Inman, of the Richmond Terminal system, 
returned today from his extensive trip 
throughout the south. In regard to the re- 
port that the Terminal system would issue a 
lot of new securities, Mr. Inman said that 
there was no truth init, that the matter was 
not even considered. He thought that the 
leasing of the Georgia Central road would be 
accomplished. 

The idea contemplated was to lease the 
Georgia Central to the Georgia Pacific road, the 
Richmond and Danville people guaranteeing 
the lease, thus practically leasing the Central 
themselves. The Richmond and Danville 
people guarantee 7 per cent dividend on the 
Georgia Central stock. The leased line would 
be under the control of the officers of the Ter- 
minal system. Mr. Inman thought the matter 
would be decided inside of ten days. 

When asked about the report that an 
English syndicate was about to purchase the 
property of the East Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company, Mr. Inman said the proposition of 
the syndicate was to purchase for $2,500,000 


the Tennessee division, which includes four 


iron furnaces, 1,000 coke ovens, three or four 
iron mines and 115,000 acres of land. This 
proposition would be submitted to the stock- 
holders at aspecial meeting called for that 
purpose, to be held at Tracy City, Tenn., May 
7th. He did not know whether the offer of 
the syndicate would be accepted by the stock- 
holders or not. 
THE SOUTH IS PROSPEROUS. 

The south, Mr. Inman said, wasin a pros- 
perous condition. Preparations are being 
made by planters would indicate an even 
larger crop of cotton this year than that of 
last, if the season was as good a one. In South 
Carolina several cotton mills were being 
erected, and manufactories of various kinds 
were being built all over the south. 

Railroad building in the south, he thought, 
would be checked somewhat, owing to the de- 
pressed money market in the north and the 
consequent hard work to float railroad securi- 
ties. Asan illustration of the development 
of the south and the increase in freight traffic, 
Mr. Inman said that the gross earnings of the 
Terminal system were $100,000 more a month 
this year than last year. The iron mining in- 
dustry was quiet at present, owing tothe de- 
pression in the iron trade caused by low 
prices. 


FROM FOREIGN FIELDS. 


The Irish Land Bill in the House of Com- 
mons— The Verney Scandal, Etc. 

Lonpon, April 17.—[Copyright 1891 by the 
New York Associated Press. — Although Mor- 
ley’s amendment introducing in the Irish land 
bill the principle of local control was the point 
on which the Irish sections were expected to 
sink all differences, the spirit of faction got 
the upper hand. Parnell’s amendment to the 
Morley amendment, followed by Sexton’s 
amendment tothe Parnell amendment, pro- 
duced a feeling of irritation in the ranks of 
the opposition, inducing many members to 
leave the house without voting on the most 
important attempt to alter the bill in commit- 
tee. After this defeat the battle against the 
measure will be a guerrilla warfare. Noleader 
of the liberals will make any further effort to 
alter the character of the government pro- 


posals. 

Labouchere, leading the extreme radicals, 
may make good his boast of fighting the bill 
line by line, but the front liberal bench will 
take no share in the proceedings. The bill 
has virtually passed the committee stage in 
the form which the government projected. 

BALFOUR’S STATEMENT. 

Amidst a waste of words that wearied the 
house, an announcement of the most striking 
kind was Balfour’s statement that the bill 
which he was preparing to give Ireland local 
government would be circumscribed in charac- 
ter. His allusion to the operation of the 
land bill under local elected bodies cleariy 

ifits to the scheme of county councils simi- 

ar in structure to the English county coucils. 

The announcement comes in time to be used 
in the impending miniature general elections. 
There are now eight parliamentary seats 
vacant, of which seven will be contested, and 
these contests will afford the opposing parties 
some idea of the result of the coming appeal to 
the country. It is significant of the position 
of the home rule question as still holding the 
foremost place, that the candidates for the 
existing vacancies find themselves constrained 
to dilate a pledges for a just settlement for 
Ireland. The platform of several liberal can- 
didates discloses planks prepared for the gen- 
eral electoral campaign, including, besides 
home rule, those in favor of eight hours for 
miners, the one-man-vote principle, free 
education, church disestablishment, direct 
liquor veto and an amendment of the law of 
conspiracy in favor of the workmen. This is 
a broad and strong programme with which the 
conservatives will find it difficult to compete. 

Tonight's division in the house of commons 
broadly indicated the line of parliamentary 
action of the Irish members. The MeCarthy- 
ites voted with Morley, while Parnell, Me- 
Kenna, Mahoney, Colonel Nolan and other 
seceders joined the conservatives. 

THE VERNEY SCANDAL. 

A lobby report associates others besides Cap- 
tain Verney and Decobain with scandals that 
will require their retirement from the house of 
commons. Social purity’ vigilants, to whose 
private shadowing are due the charges against 
Captain Verney and the flight of Decobain, 
have been hunting down other members sus- 
pected of being unfaithful to their wives. The 
evidence so obtained has been sent, in several 
instances, to the wives most concerned. Some 
of the wives have resented the action of the 
vigilants and joined in the demand for an 
apology, while in other cases the result has 
been an inquiry leading to the divorce court. 

Regarding Captain Verney, intimate friends 
and associates hold that he is guiltiess of know- 
ingly abetting Procuress Florent in inveigling 
agirl. The police have lost track of Florent. 
Letters signed Wilson,“ who is supposed to 
be Captain Verney, can be given an interpre- 
tation less obnoxious than the offense of ask- 
ing her to work as procuress. 

f Captain Verney surrenders for trial it will 
be a mooted point wether the letters alleged to 
have been written by him in France and de- 
livered in Engiand will be sufficient ground 
for prosecution. The question of the expul- 
sion of, Captain Verney from the house of 
commons greatly agitates the members. Prec- 
edents show that this must be done under a 
dftect vote after the trial of the offender or 
absconder from justice. 

In the event of Decobain’s failing to sur- 
render to justice the liberals will move to 
expel him parliament. Decobain was a 
constant attender at prayer meetings held by 
Christian peers and members of the house of 
commons inthe chamber of 
which meeting no one is allowed

him. The net of the evidence woven around 
a man in the dark, especially in a case of un- 
natural crimes, is especially difficult to un- 
ravel. A number of commoners want a 
private committee to examine the charges, 
and to report whether public discussion is ad- 
visable. 

Mr. Parnell’s refusal to assist McCarthy to 
release the evicted tenants’ fund closes the 
matter as far as McCarthy is concerned. The 
pressure of public indignation, including that 
of the warmest Parnellite partisans, is now re- 
lied on to force Parnell to alter his attitude. 
An important occurrence in the negotiations, 
hitherto undisclosed, shows that Parnell has 
been callous to the suffering of tenants 
throughout. McCarthy states that early 
in March he met Parnell in the ,lobby of 
the house of commons and urged the necessity 
of immediate decision to help tenants who 
were starving. Parnell replied that he did 
not see any urgency, but he promised to con- 
sider the matter. Subsequent endeavors to 
reach him and get him to break his silence 
failed to have auy effect until he was com- 
peiled to respond to McCarthy’s recent appeal. 
Parnell’s aim in delaying the release of the 
funds is obviously to destroy the tenants’ com- 
bination and thus to playinto the hands of 
the government. 

Since Healy, across the floor of the house, 
renewed the challenge to Parnell to test Cork, 
unionist leaders there have sent Parnell as- 
surance that they will leave him a clear field 
to fight out the battle, and that no unionist 
candidate nor funionist support will obscur 
the issue. This offer deprives Parnell of his 
last excuse for not facing Healy, but he will 
not fight. The decision of the Cork board of 
guardians yesterday calling upon Parnell to 
resign shows that every chance he had of suc- 
cess has vanished. 

The latest news from O’Brien and Dillon, 
who are confined in Galway prison, is to the 
effect that they are well. They are allowed 
frequent interviews with friends, but they do 
not see each other except on Sunday, when 
they are allowed to have a brief conversation 
before mass, sitting on opposite benches in the 
center of the prison chapel. They do not 
complain of their treatment. 

Discontent of trade unions in regard to the 
composition of the royal labor commission 
grows in intensity. At a meeting today the 
parliamentary committee of the unions de- 
clared hostility to the commission unless larger 
representation was given to the trades. The 
opposition is not directed to any particular 
person, but at the commission as a whole. 

Messrs. Broadhurst, Howell and John Burns 
concur in denouncing the commission as a 
farce. Sheffield asks the government to ap- 
point a representative of the iron and steel 
trade, and Manchester wants an additional 
labor delegate. Malcontents everywhere de- 
clare that they will not send evidence and will 
ignore the existence of the commission unless 
it is reformed by the withdrawal of a number 
of representatives of capital and the. filling 
of their places by representative labor men. 

Referring to the New Orleans lynching, 
many papers discuss the question why Italian 
murder returns exceed those of 2 other 
nation on earth. The St. James Gazette, 
quoting Bosco’s statistics on homicide, shows 
that the Italians are eight times more murder- 
our than other Europeans; that in Italy ten 
persons are tried every day for murder and 
eight are convicted, whilejja host of homi- 
cides are never recorded. The Italian at 
home, it says, is worse than the Italian 
abroad. The conclusion is that the Italian 
has murder in his blood, and that the racial 
excitability is heightened by the warm cli- 
mate and the national habit of the use of the 
knife. 

Russian influenza is spreading in London, 
Sheffield and Birmingham. The Lancet pre- 
dicts a wider extension of the area of the epi- 
demic unless milder weather checksit. The 
worst form of the disease occurs at seaports on 
the east coast trading with the Baltic ports. 


IT RATTLED THEM. 


Italians Do Not Relish Blaine’s Answer to 
Rudini. 


Rome, April 17.— The Messagero today 
says that Blaine's reply to Rudini's last note 
evinces a great desire of Blaine to elude the 
demand of the Italian government to escape 
from indemnifying the families of the men 
lynched at New Orleans, and to refrain from 
acceding to the Italian government’s right to 
intervene in the New Orleans affair. 

The Popolo Romanosays that, in view of the 
tenor of Blaine’s answer to Nudiui, it is diffi- 
cult to form any idea as to how or where the 
matter will end. 

THE SUBJECT OF GENERAL COMMENT. 

The reply of Secretary Blaine to Marquis 
di Rudini’s last note on the subject of the 
New Orleans affair is the only important sub- 
ject of conversation and newspaper comment 
throughout Italy. The full text of the reply 
reached this city today, and Rudini, Minister 
Porter and other persons holding positions 
which would enable them to express valuable 
opinions upon the New Orleans dispute, were 
besieged with interviewers. The substance of 
opinions is that the controversy is in course of 
adjustment. 

PORTER HAS NO FURLOUGH. 

It is officially denied that there is any truth 
in the report sent from Rome to the daily 
Chronicle, of London, that United States Min- 
ister Porter is upon the point of departing from 
Rome on a three months’ leave of absence. 


WILL BISMARCK TRY AGAIN? 


Another Election Necessary, as No One 


Secured a Majority. 

Beruin, April 17.—The latest returns from 
Geestemunde are: Prince Bismarck, 7,557; 
Schmalfeld (socialist), 3,928; Plate (Guelph), 
3,343; Adloff (freisinnige), 2,619. A second 
ballot will be necessary between Bismarck 
and Schmalfeld; as a majority of votes is nec- 
essary in order to entitle the candidate to 
election. The apathy of the electors is the 
most remarkable feature of the contest. Over 
40 per cent of the electors did not appear at 
the polls. The nationalists at the last election 
polled a sufficient number of votes to swamp 
all rivals, but now they only muster a bare 
one-fourth of the electors. One reason of apathy 
was that Bismarck did not take any part in 
the contest. He did not even issue an address 
to the electors.

ANOTHER PRETTY WOMAN 


WHO RELIES UPON HER FACE TO 
CHARM THE JURY. 


MRS. MARTIN A SELF-POSSESSED PERSON 


Who Seems to Understand the Policy of as 


Taking Care of Herself—The Trial 
Opens, and the Play Begins. 


BirMIncHam, Ala., April 17.—[Special.}— 
Mrs. Julia Martin, charged with the murder 
of her husband’s brother, Edward T. Martin, 


was arraigned before the criminal court today. 


for trial, and a shrewder prisoner than she, it 
is safe to say, was never brought within its 
jurisdiction. 

THE WOMAN WAS ALERT. 

The first three hours were consumed in 
securing ajury, and during that time the 
neatly dressed prisoner sat apparently the least 
concerned of anyin the crowded courtroom, 
though it wasJeasily discernible that it was 
she, and not her counsel, that was the chak 
lenger, when a juror, after examination, was 
deemed undesirable. 

It is not, and will not be, claimed by Mrs, 
Martin's attorneys that she did not 
shoot Martin, and she appreciates the peculiar 
position in which an admission of having 
fired the shot that killed him will place her. 
As each juror was called, she faced and 
watched closely the manner in which he gave 
his answers. If after the examination by the 
judge he was declaredjcompetent, a slight nod 
of acceptance or a side nod of the head to het 
counsel signified whether or not he should 
serve. From the time the first juror was called 
until teh panel that was to try her case wa 
completed, except to eye the juror, she did no 
once change her posture or offer a word eithe, 
of inquiry or advice to her attending counsel. 
A simple nod of the head signified her willin 
the matter, and it was obeyed. 

She was accompanied to the courtroom by 
three well-known Birmingham ladies, mem. 
bers of a wealthy church congregation, who 
have taken her under their care, and all were 
dressed in black from bonnet to foot. 

ESTABLISHING THE CASE. 

After the jury had been completed, Mrs, 
Martin's counsel rose and pleaded ‘‘not guilty, 
and insanity at the time of the act.“ 

The first few witnesses called were the phy- 
sicians who attended Mr. Martin at the time 
he was shot, and were called only to show that 
the deceased had been shot, and that he had 
died from the wound. 

THE DETECTIVE AGENCY. 

The greatest difficulty to be experienced by 
the defendant in her trial will be the se- 
curing of gertain witnesses connected, itis al- 
leged, wit E. H. Kernan's detective agency, 
who, Mrs. Martin claims, were in her husband’s 
relatives’ employ to trap her into such con- 
duct as would enable him to secure a divorce. 
On that same issue the proper papers have 
also been issued for the purpose of compelling 
the Western Union Telegraph Company to 
produce all correspondence sent through their 
office by the detectives regarding her case, 
Should this move prove successful, it is 
thought some very sensational evidence will 
be unearthed. |

deen found. 
AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 


The most important witness examined in the © 


case today is P. A. O' Byrne, a ticket agent of 
Memphis. He testified that Mrs. Martin had 
called at the depot for a ticket to Birmingham, 
that she seemed in great trouble; that he took 
an interest in her, and invited her into hig 
office, where she could wait for the train in 
silence and seclusion. While there she told 
him of a woman in Texas, her old home, who 
had shot and killed a man at the depot fos 
deserting her, and then, continued the witness, 
she said, looking at me in a peculiar way: 

“Tf you should hear of another similar occur 
rence soon anywhere near here, you may 
know that it is me.“ 

During the cross- examination the wit 
ness and Mrs. Martin's counsel had I a 
little tilt, caused by a question that had 
several times been asked him, which ended 
by his calling on the court for protection, and 
then settling himself down to good, clear acs 
count of all that happened while Mrs, 
Martin was seated in his Memphis office. 

A SUDDEN DECLARATION. 

When dismissed, he arose and said: **Well, 
I'd like to say this before I go: 
impressed me of the fact that she was de- 
cidedly eccentric, or else insane.“ 

This declaration was taken into considera- 
tion; that it came from the prosecution’s wit- 
ness, created a very favorable impression for 
the fair defendant, who bowed her head and 
accepted it in her characteristic way. The 
court, shortly after, adjourned to meet at 9 
o’clock tomorrow.

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THE SsTORY OF HIS FRARFUL 
CRIME TOLD. | 


He Skips Out to Columbus, Where He Hides 
for Several Months— The Officers on 
His Track Are Baffled Again. 


‘Cotumeavs, Ga., April 17.—[Special.]—Tue 
ConstTITUTION’s special of today mentioned 
the fact of two most enterprising officers of this 
city being on the track of the notorious negro 
Louis Lewis, alias Henry Dixon, who mur- 
dered his wife in Macon last November. De- 
tectives Patterson and Wilder, of Macon, ar- 
rived here later and joined in pursuit. A re- 
ward had been offered for Dixon’s arrest and 
hence the eagerness. The dispatch last night 
stated that the negro, in order to escape, had 
plunged into Abercrombie creek, followed by 
an officer, and that he then sank. It is now 
stated that during the chase the negro was 
fired at twice, and hit both times, once in the 
arm and then in the heel, which caused him 
to limp as he continued running. The natural 
supposition was that he haddrowned. Today, 
early, however, the pursuit was again taken 
up. 

HE ESCAPES AGAIN. 

The dragging of the creek failed to result in 
any discovery. Subsequently the officers 
learned that Dixon, alias Lewis, had again 
baffled them, and had managed to creep out of 
the creek and was seen ata place four miles 
west of Columbus, where he had secured some 
clothes and money, and had continued his 
flight. Detective Patterson has been follow- 
ing his trail all day, but up to last accounts 
tonight he had not succeeded in capturing 
his man, but is determined to have him if pos- 
sible. It is thought that his wounds will com- 
pel him to stop somewhere for relief, and he 
may bé apprehended. 

THE STORY OF HIS CRIME. 

The particulars show the negro’s crime to 
have been of a most atrocious nature. Louis 
Lewis, as he was then known, was, in the lat- 
ter part of November last, living with his wife 
and several children three miles west of Ma- 
oon, on the Columbus road. He was engaged 
in farming, and was considered an ordinary, 
quiet and peaceable man. His domestic rela- 
tions, however, were not of a pleasant nature, 
and frequently culminated in a row. On the 
night of the 28th of November, Lewis and his 
wife were ata store near their home, at which 
a crowd of negroes was congregated. Lewis 
was drinking and somewhat troublesome. He 
carried his wife into the bar attached to the 
store and commanded her to drink with him. 
She refused, whereupon he began cursing and 
abusing her. At this time another negro 
stepped up and said something to Lewis about 
mistreating his wife. This interference nar- 
rowly averted a row. 

Come up and take a drink with me,“ said 
the party who interfered§j to the woman. She 
accepted, and walked up tothe counter. Her 
companion handed her a glass of whisky. 

“Tf you can’t drink with me, you don’t 
drink with anybody,“ said Lewis to his wife. 
*Touch that and I'Il blow your brains out.“ 

Do it,“ spoke back the woman, defiantly, 
and, putting the — to her lips, she dashed 
off the whisky. Before she could replace the 

lass on the counter she was lying dead on the 

oor. Before any one had time to reglize what 
had happened the murderer had fied. He 
came at once to Columbus, remaining in the 
city a few days, and afterwards hiring out ona 
farm a few miles west of the city. He has re- 
mained on that until now. Several times since 
the murder Macon officers have been here in 
search of the negro.

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THAT GREAT FORTUNE TO WHICH 4 
GEORGIA FARMER IS HEIR. 


The Eugene M. Drake Story Is Said to Be 
Genuine, and the Oglethorpe Man 
May Bea Millionaire. 


Avavusta, Ga., April 17.—[Special.]—It 
seems that the story published in regard to the 
fortune that bas come to Mr. Eugene M. 
Drake, of Oglethorpe, Ga., is not a hoax. The 
Augusta Evening Herald says that from preofs 
recently submitted it is convinced that the 
affair is thoroughly robbed of all possibility of 
hoax proclivities, and is straight. The follow- 
ing facts will throw additional light on the 
matter: 

Sir Francis Drake was a power in his time 
in England—during the Elizabethan period. 
His estates were, with very few exceptions, 
the grandest in the kingdom. Not long after 
his death his properties became entangled in 
law. Later they were left without a success- 
ful claimant for years. A gentleman by the 
name of Drake, resident in Ohio, long ago 
came in possession of facts that demonstrated 
to him that he or some one of his family con- 
nections was the rightful heir. 

He spent much money ina careful inquiry 
into the matter. He soon convinced himself 
that Eugene M. Drake was the rightful owner 
of the property and title. The Ohio Drake then 
entered into a contract with the Georgia Drake 
to the effect that if he, the Ohio Drake, were 
successful in securing the estate the Georgia 
Drake should divide it with the Ohioan. A 
well-known investor agent going to England 
not so long back was given the matter in 
charge. It was this agent who passed through 
Augusta day before yesterday. 

This agent found little difficulty ia proving 
the claim of the Georgia Drake. But, in 
so doing, he annulled the contract existing 
between the heir and the Ohioan, for 
the law of primogeniture of England 
does not permit a division of estates. 
This agent, who has made a land purchase for 
English capitalists in Mississippi, was com- 
pelled to go to that state, and decided to pass 
through Oglethorpe to see Sir Eugene Drake, 
and to provide him with proofs of his real 
title and fortune, which proofs he has in pos- 
session. 

Sir Eugene Drake is an unpretentious Geor- 
gia farmer. He is honest, industrious and 
saving. He has two daughters and two sons, 


the former having been as well educated as. 


the limited means of the sturdy husbandman 
would permit. The sons have worked nearly 
all their lives between the furrows, and are 
honest, manly young fellows. Sir Eugene en- 
joys the confidence of all his fellow-citizens, 
and scores of friends will be proud of his good 
fortune. 

The Drake estate in England is a grand one. 
Besides the realty and title there is in cash and 
securities a fortune deposited in the Bank of 
England that would astonish Vanderbilt or 
Rockafeller. The estate has been accumulat- 
ing for years—scores of years—and as stated, 
is a most princely one. Mr. Drake is today 
probably the richest man in the republic. 

The Drake family in the United States is 
very large, but in this instance the fortune 
must go with the title, and no one will jointly 
share the fortune with Sir Eugene. Mr. Ben- 
jamin Yarrington, a popular young man resi- 
dent in Augusta, and his brother, Mr. Wallace 
Yarrington, of the staff of The Columbia 
Record, are direct descendants of Sir Francis 
Drake, whose estate is involved in this story.

The American Way. 

The leading northern republican dailies 
are expressing their gratification over the 
president’s pleasant reception in the 
south. 

Our contemporaries agree with The 
Philadelphia Inquirer that there is no 
doubt about the heartiness of the greet- 
ing extended by the south to the dis- 
tinguished visitor. They dwell upon the 
decorations at Chattanooga, the thunderous 
cannon train at Atlanta, the numerous 
invitations from cities not included in the 
itinerary, and after complimenting the 
loyalty of our people, they remark that 
our reception of the president has done 
more than almost anything else possibly 
could to convince the north that the 
south is Back in the union to stay. 

We trust that our northern brethren 
are not surprised to find the south 
coming to the front in her old-fash- 
loned, warm-hearted way when the chief 
magistrate of the republic pays her a 
visit. If the southern people are any- 
thing, they are thoroughly American, 
and they do not allow political differ- 
ences to stand in the way when it isa 
question of paying due deference and 
honor to the republic, its flag or its 
president. When the president comes 
among us to view our progress in 
material development, bearing with him 
the congratulations and good wishes of 
the north and west, it is natural that 
the high-minded people who sent through 
the silver tongue of their Grady a 
message of peace and good will to the 
north that is still ringing throughouf the 
land, should readily respond in the proper 
spirit. 

It is the American way, and the south 
is American or nothing. 

From Virginia to Texas President 
Harrison speeds on his way amid the 
booming of cannon and the ringing of 
bells, with not a single incident to mar 
the pleasure of his trip. 

From first to last only two discordant 
notes have been sounded—one by The 
New York Mail and Express and the 
other by The Charleston News and 
Courier. Each paper represents a class 
of irreconcilables, and neither represents 
the public opinion of its section. The 
News and Courier contents itself with 
roundly denying the sincerity of both the 
president and the people who have wel- 
comed him. The Mail and Express is 
more enterprising. It sends a special 
correspondent a day in advance of the 
president to misrepresent the cities along 
the line of route. According to this 
paper and its correspondent, Atlanta did 
aot decorate because she feared a negro 
aprising, and the statement is also made 
that everything was perfunctory and 
formal. And yet even this partisan and 
malicious report lets some of the truth 
leak out. It predicted in advance that 
Mr. Harrison would be pleased with his 
greeting in Atlanta, and intimated that 
the younger members of the party, in- 
cluding Russell Harrison and his wife, 
would have a taste of true southern 
hospitality in a social way. 

But one or two cranky newspapers are 
not worth considering on such an oc- 
vasion. The president, since he crossed 
the Potomac, has found himself surrounded 
by loyal Americans, and his environment 
has been so thoroughly national that he 
has forgotten that he is in a strange 
section. 

There is nothing surprising in all this. 
The south has contributed more to the 
establishment and government of the 
union than any other section. She is in 
to stay, and there is no provincial 
nonsense about her. She is American to 
the core.

Wedo not lightly offer this suggestion. 
There seems to be a necessity in South Caro- 
lina for unremitting work on the part of the 
democratic editors. According to our special 
dispatch from Charleston yesterday a singu- 
lar and deplorable disintegration is going on 
in the democratic party of South Carolina. 
We are told that a number of leading white 
citizens, who were such straightout demo- 
erats that they would not affiliate with the 
democratic farmers, have gone into the re- 
publican party; and it is even hinted that 
there is danger of a stampede of this ele- 
ment from the democratic organization. 

The News and Courier, we believe, was in 
sympathy with the straightout movement 
in its inception. This early sympathy ought 
to give it great influence in warning the 
people of South Carolina of the danger that 
is incurred when prominent democrats go 
over to the negro party. If the symptoms 
are such as deseribed in our dispatch, our 
esteemed Charleston contemporary has a 
very interesting campaign before it. And 
while it is carrying on this campaign, 
Marthasville, sympathetic now as ever, will 
bloom in beauty on the Blue Ridge foothills, 
and the silver issue will loom and shine like 
a star of the morning. 


The South in History. 

There is so much indifference among our 
people—such an utter lack of interest con- 
cerning matters of southern history, that it 
is difficult to obtain a hearing when the sub- 
ject comes up. 

Fortunately, Mr. Thomas Nelson Page 
had a sympathetic audience at Louisville 
the other day, when he spoke before the 
alumni of the University of Virginia. The 
speaker declared that no satisfactory history 
of the south had ever been published. On 
the other hand, the civilized world has been 
flooded with publications holding our people 
up as the descendants of convicts, as slave 
beaters, and as the authors of atrocious 
cruelties at Andersonville and Libby prison. 
Even so-called impartial cyclopedias pub- 
lished abroad have done us great injustice. 
Mr. Page said: 

The Encyclopedia Britannica is generally 
deemed a standard authority. It may be assumed 
to be as impartial on all American matters as any 
other authority. In its article on “American Lit- 
erature,” volume 1, page 719, it says of the south 
this: The attractive culture of the south has 
been limited in extent and degree. The hot-lhouse 
fruit of wealth and leisure, it has never struck its 
roots deeply into native soil. Since the revolu- 
tionary days when Virginia was the nurse of 
statesmen, the few thinkers of America, born 
south of Mason and Dixon’s line, outnumbered 
by those belonging to the single state of Massa- 
chusetts, have commonly emigrated to New York 
or Boston in search of a university training. In 
the world of letters, at least, the southern states 
have shone by reflected light; nor is it too much 
to say that mainly by their connection with the 
north, the Carolinas have been saved from]! sink- 
ing to the level of Mexico or the Antilles.“ 

Think of this: this of the section that has made 
America, governed her, administered her justice, 
commanded her armies and navies, doubled her 
territory, created her greatness. 

And yet this work has been sold in the 
south to the extent of thousands of copies! 

Of course Mr. Page could not in his brief 
speech correct all the false history in print, 
nor could he tell the story of the south's 
progress, but he took occasion to make it 
very plain that New England originated the 
secession doctrine, that her statesmen sev- 
eral times conspired together to break up 
the union, and that the north threatened to 
secede in 1808, in 1812-15, in 1819-20, and 
as late as the annexation of Texas and the 
acquisition of California and New Mexico. 

But it is only here and there that a voice 
is raised in defense of the truth of history. 
Jrushed under the accumulating burdens of 
falsehood, the south goes on making history 
without encouraging her sons to write it. 

Perhaps we have no right to expect any- 
thing better. Instead of rejecting the 
Britannica, when it deliberately states that 
the Carolinas have been saved mainly by 
their connection with the north from sink- 
ing to the level of Mexico, we purchase the 
work and consult it as authority.

SavannanH, Ga., April 17.—[Special.]—An 
njunction suit by Ridgeway Smith, of Au- 
gusta, to prevent the Central Railroad and 
Banking Company of Georgia, from issuing 
$13,000,000 worth of bonds and executing a 
mortgage for their payment to the Central 
Trust Company, of New York, was filed in the 
Chatham superior court today, and Smith 
owns 100 shares of Central stock. He alleges 
that the, board of directors has executed the 
bonds and mortgages without authority, and 
in contravention of the provisions of their 
charter. The bonds are still in the possessien 
and control of the directors, to the best of 
Smith’s belief, but, as the mortgage or deed of 
trust has been delivered to the Central Trust 
Company, it is the intention of the railroad to 
also place the bonds, which he asks to be

he petitioner claims that no amendment to 

the charter or any act of the legislature gives 

the power to the Central railroad to execute 

the mortgage or enter into any such contract. 
Mr. Smith says that should the bonds be sold 


it will place a debt upon the railroad far in 


excess of its capital, which is $7,500,000, and 
that it would amount, with other debts of the 
company now existing, to more than, double 
the capital. 

This fact, Mr. Smith alleges, will lower the 
value of his property as a shareholder, if it 
does not entirely destroy it, and possibly render 
him individually liable, at least, to a lawsuit

Where the latter are of the Methodist 
persuasion they do not approve it, the opinion 
being that, while the service is impressive,the whole 
tendency of the Methodist communion has been 
away from, rather than towards, a set form of 
worship. Some of the good brethren declare that 
they would never feel like shouting out in meet- 
ing if they had to do so by rule.

The Greensboro Herald-Journal says there has 
been a temporary lull in that sectien in the dis- 
cussion of local legislation, but that the question 
is none the less a vital and important one, and it 
is one which the coming session of the general 
assembly will be pressed to act upon. The Herald- 
Journal urges, as other papers have done, that 
much of the legislature's time is consumed in the 
discussion of local matters that might be referred 
toa commission in the various counties, saving 
thereby a considerable sum of money to the tax 
payers of the state. It hopes to see this evil 
remedied by achangein the method of legisla- 
tion; in confining the sessions of the general 
assembly to a discussion and passage of general 
matters and the placing of local legislation in the 
hands of the counties. 


Madison is getting in earnest over the immi- 
gration question, anda branch of the Southern 
Interstate Immigration Bureau will be organized 
there at an early date. The Madisonian says that 
the better class of immigrants is wanted, and that 
— men will find fortumes awaiting them in that 
section. 


The men in the turpentine regions are rejoicing 
over the prospects of continuéd warm weather, 
for the turpentine is now flowing freely from the 
pines. The operators seem to be very confident 
that higher prices will prevail. A large operator 
in Savannah says that he has every reason to be- 
lieve that there will be a falling off in the produc- 
tion this year, and that the crop will not meet the 
usual demand, thus bringing higher prices. While 
there have been many thousands of boxes cut, 
still the number of boxes that will be allowed to 
stand still, and those that will be thrown off as 
being too high to profitably work, will more than 
balance the product of the new boxes that have 
been cut. Taken altogether, the outlook is in 
favor of the®perators. 


The remarkable growth of new towns in Georgia 
is easily accounted for. Three years ago Alder- 
man Salter, of Smithville, in company with a few 
friends, visited the spot where the city of Cordele 
now fiourishes. He had heard much about that 
section, but returned disappointed. He said there 
did not appear to be more than a dozen houses in 
the settlement. But shortly afterward a newspa- 
per man pitched his tent there, and the people 
flocked to him and built a town around the tent. 
The result is well known, and it means that a 
handful of enterprising citizens and one deter- 
mined editor can make “the desert blossom like 
the rose.”

Mr. Hall was put under bond here in the 
assault and battery case, and his bond was 
forfeited, ‘ 

It seems that, under the laws of North Caro- 
lina, Mr. Hall, upon making a pauper affi- 
davit, will be released from jail on the 20th. 

It is the intention of the Georgia authorities 
to serve this warrant, and bring Mr. Hall home 
before another North Carolina warrant can be 
served. 

Mr. Frank Arnold, who was appointed the 
agent of Georgia to receive Mr. Hall and to 
bring him home, is already in North Carolina 
with the requisition.

The statement 
that he had served two years—a statement 
made in THE CONSTITUTION four or five days 
ago—is incorrect. Mr. Whitlock himself 
thought thathe had been serving his sentence 
and had only eight years more to serve. 

But that was a mistake, and in fact the 
exact status of the case is not clear. 

It is agreed that just after Mr. Whitlock 
was sentenced a motion for a new trial was 
made. 

Then, pending the hearing of this motion, 
Judge Clark issued an order allowing Whit- 
lock to be taken out of jail and kept at home 
under bond. 

The motion for a new trial has never been 
argued. 

Judge Clark stated to the governor yester- 
day that the motion was still in such a condi- 
tion that it might be pushed. 

Whereupon the governor took the position 
that it would be as improper for him to inter- 
fere now as it would have been for him to in- 
terfere before he had been tried the first time; 
that the character of the offense and its pun- 


ishment was yet to be settled by a court, and 


to interfere now would be to pardon or com- 
mute the sentence of a man before he had ever 
been found guilty. 

But Judge Anderson says that the original 
motion is not pending, in any proper sense of 
the term. He says that it has been abandoned. 

Meanwhile Whitlock is still at his home un- 
der the original order of Judge Clark. 

Whitlock wants a pardon—the governor 
won't act unless the judge and solicitor 
recommend—the judge and solicitor won't 


recommend unless the principal physician of 


the penitentiary makes an examination and 
favorable report—the principal physician

He is hardly 
alive now. So that he must die a convict be- 
fore his plea—that he be saved from dying a 
convict—can be considered officially.

Two More Under Sentence of Death Escape 
from Prison—One Prisoner Respited 
e for a Few Weeks. g 


Sr. Lovis, April (17.—A Post-Dispatch 
special from Tahlequah, I. T., says George 
and Fred Dunawas were hanged at 1:300’clock 
p.m. They were brothers. They murdered a 
Cherokee named Wash Lee, near Tahlequah, 
September 27, 1890. Lee had a wife and two 
daughters, one of them married to Tick- 
aneeskee. A short time prior to the murder a 
scandal arosein the neighborhood, which at- 
fected Mrs. Tickaneeskee. The origin of the 
scandal, it is said, was traced to Mrs. Lizzie 
Dunawas, Fred’s wife. All the parties con- 
cerned met at Mrs. Drew Chambers’s, a neigh- 
bor, one day, and Wash Lee attacked Fred 
Dunawas, and Mrs. Lee gave Mrs. Dunawas a 
severe drubbing, after which they sepa- 
rated. 

On the 27th Fred and George Dunawas re- 
turned to Chambers’s residence and were or- 
dered away by Lee, who happened to be there. 
Lee struck George, who drew his pistol and 
fired. Fred also opened fire. The firing did 
not cease until the Dunawas had both emptied 
their cylinders, after which they fled. In the 
pursuit Lee singled Fred as the most deserv- 
ing object of his vengeance, and was pushing 
him hardin the fight, when, upon reaching a 
small tree, he grasped and swung himself sud- 
denly around it. This maneuver enabled 
Fred not only to baffle his pursuer, but to 
deal a blow in his own defense. He struck Lee 
upon the head with the barrel of his empty 
pistol. Hereeled and fell to the ground, 
where he died. His body had been pierced by 
five bullets. 

A large and earnest petition was presented 
to Chief Mayes, asking a commutation of the 
sentence, but executive clemency could not 
be secured. 


A CHOKING IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Walker Brown Executed for the Murder

THE NEGRO SHOT DBAD. 


He Forcibly Resisted the Delivery of Prop- 
erty in His Possession. 

GREENVILLE, S. C., April 17.—[Special.]— 
A negro named John Crews was shot and in- 
stantly killed by a white man named James 
Holliday at the sawmill of J. D. Kelly in 
Pickens county, near Central, 8. C., on 
Wednesday last. 

Crews had rented the mill from Mr. Kelly, 
but had not paid any rent for about six months. 
Mr. Kelly a few days ago rented it to Mr. 
Holliday, who went to the mill to take posses- 
sion on Wednesday. When he arrived there 
he found the negro in possession, and when he 
stated the object of his visit and produced the 
order from Mr. Kelly for the mill, the negro 
refused to deliver it, and growing angry, began 
abusing Mr. Holliday, and endeavored to re- 
move the governor from the engine, intending 
to disable it and prevent its use.

Holliday fired the contents of a double-bar- 
reled shotgun loaded with buckshot at the 
negro, killing him instantly. A coroner’s in- 
quest rendered a verdict of justifiable homi- 
cide. Mr. Holliday surrendered himself to the 
sheriff at once.

THE WEEKR’S BUSINESS 


Reviewed by Dun & Co.—Fluctuations of 
Prices, Etc. 

New York, April 17.—R. G. Dun & Co,’s 
weekly review of trade says: With better 
weather, there is a visible improvement in 
trade and collections, and while it is but slight 
as yet, the outlook for the future is generally 
regarded as encouraging. Crop prospects con- 
tinue excellent, there is less monetary pressure 
at points where some stringency has existed, 
and in the chief industries some improvement 
in demand appears. The volume of trade con- 
tinues nearly as large in aggregate value as it 
was a year ago, some decrease in quantities of 
important products being balanced by an ad- 
vance in the level of prices, which were nearly 
15 1 cent higher than a year ago, April Ist, 
and is still more than 15 per cent higher. 

SHRINKAGE IN THB IRON TRADE. 

The iron trade shows a greater shrinkage 
than any other, the decrease in charcoal iron 
production in March having been 1,895 tons, 
and in all iron with corrections in the coke 
output, 21,363 tons. The output is 65,311 tons, 
or 36.6 per cent lower than a year ago. There 
is seen a better demand for finished products, 
especially for structural iron and rails, and 
30,000 tons of rails have been sold during the 
week, making orders for the year thus far 
about 550,000 tons. 

Spinners’ takings of cotton continue slightly 
greater than a year ago, with exports very 
much larger. ool is dull, and until the new 
clip comes forward, much activity is not to be 
expected. The demand is remarkably strong 
for dress goods, but still disappointing for 
men’s wear woolens. 

A FAIR GROCERY TRADE. 

The grocery trade at Philadelphia is only 
fair; the glass trade is quiet, and the demand 
for dry goods medium, but the outlook for 
paints is better, and the hardware trade is 
larger than at this season for two years though 
at low prices. In nearly all trades these col- 
lections are slow. Some kinds of finished iron 
at Pittsburg are weaker, but glass is un- 
changed, Business isimproved at New Orleans 
and Atlanta. 

AN ADVANCE IN BREADSTUFFS. 

In the speculative markets there has been a 
general advance in breadstuffs, hogs and lard, 
a decline in oil, and no change in cotton and 
coffee. A larger export demand, and reports 
of scarcity abroad, have lifted wheat 2} cents 
to $1.194, with sales of 46,000,000 bushels here, 
and oats have risen 2 cents to 614 cents, and 
corn 5} cents to 82? cents on small sales. The 
actual scarcity of corn and oats makes an 
advance easy, but of wheat the receipts at 
western ports continue larger than a year ago, 
and exports, until verylately, have been much 
smaller. It is noteworthy that, in all winter 
wheat sections, the 2 is considered ex- 
ceptionally good and the acreage is reported as 
largely increased. Raw sugar has yielded a 
shade this week, but all retined above granu- 
lated is a shade higher. 

With breadstuffs and vegetables unusually 
high and wool about the same as a year ago, 
cotton is much lower, drugs and chemicals 
lower, iron and its products and the range of 
manufactured products generally rather lower, 
notwithstanding an expansion of more than 
$90,000,000 in circulation during the year. 

a EXPORTS INCREASING. 

Exports of merchandise are increasing, and 
for two weeks at.New York exceed last year’s 
by 18 per cent. In March the exports of cot- 
ton, breadstuffs, provisions, cattle and petro- 
leum from all the chief ports were in value 
$52,499,637, against $52,766,262 last year, indi- 
cating an increase in the aggregate of exports, 
while heavy imports of sugar raised the aggre- 
gate about $6,400,000 at New York alone above 
that of the same month last year. Probably 
the imports began to exceed exports in 
that month, aud an outward movement 
of specie may be expected until the new * 
come. But securities are well sustained. In 
spite of the apparent failure of the Western

a the first place there is any variety of 
There is mullet for 8 cents and snappers for 
10 cents. 

Trout, blue fish and sheephead, each 10 
cents a pound. 

Spanish mackerel, lake salmon and catfish 
for the same. 

Black fish and whiting, 35 cents a string. 

Pompano, 20 cents a pound. 

Herring, 20 to 25 cents a bunch. 

Florida perch, excellent, for 124 cents a 
pound. 

Shad, all the way from 20 to 80 cents. 

Oysters are disappearing still to be obtained, 
however, for 30 cents a quart, standard; 40 
cents, select; 50 cents for plants. 

In the place of this, crabs and shrimps are 
just coming into season. As yet very dear— 
the former for 60 cents a dozen, the latter 35 
cents a quart. 

Do you want meats—fine Tennessee beef? 
If so, select from the following: 

Round steak, 15 cents a pound. 

Porterhouse, 20 cents. 

Tenderloin, 174 cents. 

Splendid rib roast, 15 to 18 cents. 

Mutton chops, rather steep at 20 cents. 

Pork, best steaks and roast, 123 to 15 cents. 

Stew mutton and meat, 5 to 8 cents. 

Mutton roast, varying from 15 to 18 cents. 

Then the different kinds of sausages, of pork 
and mixed, ranging from 10 cents to 15. 

But what particularly graces the markets 
just now are vegetables, plentiful and cheap, 
with some exceptions. This year the season 
is somewhat late, and at present Florida is 
giving us our main supply. 

Squashes and cabbages, for 5 cents each. 

Large tomatoes, 25 cents a quart. 

Lettuce, radishes, onions, carrots and parsley 
in abundance for 5 cents a bunch.

HE SURRENDERS VOLUNTARILY TO 
DEPUTY MABSHAL DICKEY. 


The Story of His Escape from Fulton 
County Jail and the Way 
He Did It. 


Herschel C. Paris is again an inmate of the 
Fulton county jail. 

It will be remembered that he walked out 
of the front door of the jail, a few Sundays 
ago, witha Bible in his hand, along with 
party of young gentlemen who went there to 
conduct religious services. ees 

The story of his escape was printed in these 
columns, and created a good deal of comment, 
He was seen in his cell yesterday and told the 
story. 

„It was just this way,” said Paris. I had 
frequently noticed that the jail officials took 
very little notice of those who came and went 
on errands of that sort. 

A happy thought struck me, that I would 
pose for once as a pious young fellow and take 
leg bail. I had a pretty decent suit of clothes, 
and I purchased an overcoat from a fellow 
prisoner. I went in the office and got shaved, 
and looked about as well as any of the relig- 
ious visitors after changing my clothes. 

„occupied cell No. 8, and I remained in 
there until. the services were concluded. As 
the young men came by in separate parties I 
took advantage of their appearance and 
slipped out of my cell. 

Nobody paid any attention tome. I knew 
none of the young men, nor did any of the 
party know me. Consequently, it was an 
easy matter for me to pass out, unobserved ; 
and I walked very deliberately up the street 
and to the union passenger depot. 

Boarding a Western and Atlantic train, I 
went to Marietta, where I got off and walked 
out the Marietta and North Georgia track for 
afew miles and boarded a passing freight, 
which took me to my home in Fannin county.” 

Then there was no collusion between you 
and the visitors to the jail?” 

None in the least. I thought up the scheme 
and put itinto execution on my own account 
solely. Those young men are as innocent as 
angels of any complicity in my escape.“ 

„How about those letters from your girl that 
were found in your cell?” 

„They were all right. By the way, they are 
my private and personal property, and I would 
like to have them back.”’ 

How did you come to be rearrested ?”’ 

“T was not rearrested. There is a statement 
of that being circulated, but it is entirely false 
and without any foundation. I wrote to 
Colonel Darnell asking him to reduce my 
bond. Hisreply was that if I would give my- 
self up he would try and have the bond reduced 
to $1,000. I then conferred with Deputy Mar- 
shall Dickey, and gave myself up.” 

It was a fine game you played.“ 

Mes, it was a pretty bold thing,“ said Paris, 
whose face lighted up with a smile as the 

memory of the escapade recurred to him, but 
I was tired of Fulton county jail and adopted 
the most quiet aud sure method of securing 
my liberty.“ 

‘You saw your girl?” 

„Oh, yes, I saw her; but the report that I 
was apprehended while on my way to visit her 
is a lie, straight out. I submitted voluntarily, 
to Marshal Dickey, who will vouch for the 
truth of my statement.”’ 

„Will you give bond?“ 

J have no doubt that I will. I have ar- 
ranged the matter, and my principal object in 
escaping was to make this arrangement.“

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO,April 17-Today was one to be remembered 
by all who operated in the wheat pit. To those who 
“hit it“ correctly it was Good Friday indeed, for there 
were unlimited opportunities for lending money on 
both sides of the market, while to those who guessed it 
wrong it was decided Black Friday“ which exhausted 
the ordinarily saie margins in a twinkling. The net re- 
sult of the day’s trading is an advance of 3!4c. in the 
price of May option, of 2. in July as compared with 
the closing prices yesterday, the extreme high noich 
of the day and ofthe season being c. better than 
those figures. The boom was started near the close of 
the session yesterday afternoon when the Associated 
Press Paris cable quoting Siecle of that city, as saying 
that the Frenca government would probably have to 
remove the import duty of 26 cents on wheat before 
next August, and that similar action would probably 
be taken by Germany. This was telegraphed by private 
wires here from New York just as the session was clos- 
ing, distorted, so as to say that this action was about 
to be taken. It caused a stampede of shorts, an ad- 
vance to 1.07% for May at the close. On the curb, 
after hours, the price went up to 1.09 % When the 
trading opened this morning 1.09 was the price. The 
cables showed that the foreign markets had responded 
to our advance. An enormous trade resulted. The 
situation was bullish in the extreme and those who 
had bought heavily yesterday were in position to take 
their profits. The battle resulted between these realiz- 
ing sellers on one side and the short and bull crowd 
who were not long, on the other. The victory tem- 
porarily was with the sellers. The vast quantity of 
long wheat was immediately digpose of. B. H. Hutch- 
inson, George Smith, William Dunn and many of the 
customers of S. V. White & Co., W. G. McCormick & 
Co., Kenne tt, Hophins & Baldwin, and Farnum, de- 
sides a crowd of local scalpers sold right and left, and 
the price steadily worked down to 1.084. This was 
followed by aswell to 1.08%, and drop to 1.08%, followed 
by an excited advance to 1.09%, which brought out the 
deluge of long wheat under which the price again set- 
tied to 1.084%, which latter point it had reached at 
12 o’clock. July from 1.07% and 1.08 at the start de- 
clined to 1.06%, and advanced again to 1.074, and de- 
clined once more to 1.06% and sold up to 1,07 at the 
same time that May was 1.09%, and once again worked 
back to 1.06%. In the meantime there were reports of 
impending financial troubles in Paris, the denial of 
yesterday’s report that the French government would 
repeal the duties on wheat, and the fine weather as 
bearish influences. The bulls were fortified with the 
Minneapolis message saying Pillsbury had advanced 
the prices of patent flour 40 cents per barrel and with 
the copy of The London Standard’s articie of April 6th, 
in which it rehashed its former sensational talk of the 
damage to European crops and the great deficiency in 
the workt’s yield for 1891. The latter, while but 
slightly dillerent from the story published by the same 
sheet several wecks ago, was sufficient to fire the ardor 
of every bull trader on the floor and was the cause of 
one of the strongest bulges. Between 12:30 and 1 
o'clock, the official closing cables were received, As 
they reflected an early rise here they had a sensational 
effect. This effect was further heightened by a dis- 
patch from San Francisco saying that wheat had ad- 
vanced 10 cents there since yesterday. This lifted May 
to l.lland July to 1.10% and the trading was within 
ye. of those figures when the gong tapped for the 
close. 

The feature of the corn market was its nervous 
strength early, and the evident desire of the holders to 
accept the profits on the bulge. The Liverpool market 
being quoted excitedly higher and the fever in the 
wheat deal were stimulating factors early in the ses- 
sion. May at the opening sold at 73%c., or 10. higher 
than it closed yesterday. it declined later to 72½e. 
with a rumored sale or two at 73c. and advanced to 
73c., and sold off again to 725¢c., then up with a rush 
to 74e. and off again to 7245«c. at the close. The execu- 
tion of orders was as difficult as on the previous day, 
owing to the suddenness and violence of fuctuations. 
Cash corn was still worth a premium over May, but 
this was not so great as on the day before. 

Tue oats market was very excited at the opening, 
May starting at 56% ., and selling to 57%. inside of a 
minute. The price advanced to 57%c., the highest 
figure that has been made on the crop, and then 
weakened to 5656. The market recovered to 57c. at 
the close, indicating a gain of Me. as compared with 
yesterday. 

The provision pit built up a wall between itself and 
its excited neighbors in the cereal crowd. The pack- 
ers were evidently of the opinion that it was a good 
time to get rid of some of the immense stocks which 


they were carrying and sold gr: with the result of a

BT GOVERNOR NORTHEN. 
The Other Side of the Case Stated Foreibly. 
The Sentence of the Two Girls Is Com- 
muted—The Mother Goes, 


The Goff case was disposed of yesterday, so 
far as the governor is concerned. 

As is usual in such cases, a statement was 
asked of the judge who presided at the trial. 

The letters of Judge C. J. Wellborn, who 
sentenced Mrs. Goff and her two daughters, 
puts a very different face on the matter from 
that presented by the prisoners themselves. 

The first letter, which practically covers the 
case, is given below: 

“CLEVELAND, Ga., April 13, 1891—W. J. Northen, 
Governor, Atlanta, Ga.—My Dear Sir: I have just 
read what THE ConstTITUTIONX has to sayin refer- 
ence to the case of the Goff women, and from 
what IsawI infer that you would like to hear 
from me. In the first place, the mother of the 
unfortunate girls is not a widow, as I see she repre- 
sents herself to be, but is the mother of a family 
of illegitimate children, one of whom is by a negro. 
In the next place, it is not true that they were de- 
nied the benefit of counsel when they were tried. 
Stating that they were unable to employ counsel, 
I appointed Hon. W. E. Candler and my son, C. J. 
Wellborn, jr., to represent them, and they made 
such defense as they could. They wers convicted 
early in the week, and I refrained from sentencing 
them until just before court adjourned, in the 
hope that I could find some way of disposing of 
their cases without sending them to the chain- 
gang. I announced from the bench, after their 
conviction, that, if any citizen of the county 
would take charge of the younger girl and under- 
take to control and reform her, she would not 
be sentenced at all, and every reasonable effort 
was made to find some such refuge for her. 
Failing in this, I was satisfied that she would be 
beiter off in the chaingang than if she was per- 
mitted to return to her evil associates at home. 
Jam not surprised that a certain amount of sym- 
pathy should be awakened in their behalf, but I 
am surprised that it should be expressed in such 
& way as to make it appear criminal and cruel to 
punish crime by imposing the penalties the law 
prescribes. I imposed no fines in their cases be- 
cause they stated they had no means, and because 
I ascertained that some of their partners in crime 
were preparing to pay their fines, which would 
have amounted simply to a license to them to go 
on with their bad life, and would have virtually 
defeated the purpose of the law. If you can see 
any way of mitigating their penalty without hurt 
to law and public morals, I hope you will not 
hesitate to do so. Isought earnestly to find such 
way, and I assure you that it would have been a 
great relief to my feelings if I could have found a 
way which I could conscientiously adopt. I am 
heartily sorry forthem,and I would be glad to 
see them at liberty, providedthey are not returned 
to their old haunts, where they are a constant 
and growing menace to the peace and decency of 
the country. I have deemed it proper to say 
this much in reference to my course in 
the matter, because I would not have you suppose 
that I have acted hastily or from any other motive 
than a sense of duty to the public. I instructed 
the sheriff if he could find any refuge for the 
young girl even after he reached Atlanta, to do 860 
and turn her over to the chaingang, and if any ar- 
rangement could be made to find homes for both 
the young girls away from their mother and their 
old associates, I think they might be reclaimed, 
and I would heartily endorse any action which 
might secure this result. If they are returned to 
their old bome, however, my opinion is that they 
would not be benetited and the country would be 
injured. I am, very truly and respectfully,

In a subsequent letter—being asked by Gov 


ernor Northen what the amount of the fine 


ought to be should the sentence be commuted 
in the cases of the girls—Judge Wellborn made 
a distinction in favor of the younger daughter. 
He recommended that the fine of the elder be 
$50, and $25 for the younger. 

He added that Mrs. Goff had not only de- 
bauched her own children, but other girls; 
that only two or three weeks agoa fourteen- 
year-old niece who had been living with her 
gave birth to an illegitimate child, and that 
the grand jury had not already indicted her 
for the murder of the child because of the ab- 
sence of certain witnesses. 

Judge Weilborn again, however, sanctioned 
the policy of providing for the reformation of 


the daughters. 
THE OFFICIAL ORDER. 

It will be seen fromthe official order that 
Judge Wellborn is sustained fully by Gov- 
ernor Northen, even tothe minor point of a 
distinction being madein the fines imposed 


upon the girls. 
The mother must go to the chaingang. 


The girls are allowed five daysto pay their 


fines. 

This is the order: 

Whereas, Mrs. Eliza Goff and her daughters 
Lizzie and Lucinda Goff, were convicted of the 
offense of misdemeanor at the April term, 1891, of 
the superior court of Union county, and sentenced, 
the former toa term of twelve months in the 
chaingang, the daughters Lucinda and Lizzie 
each to a term of six months in the chaingang. 
And, whereas, there has been an appeal to prevent 
the execution of said sentence by commuting the 
same. And, whereas, the petitioners represent to 
me that it is their purpose to place these women 
where an effort will be made to reform them;

Whereas, the Hon. C. J. Wellborn, judge of the

Whether the Act Extending the Charter of 
the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
Company Is Constitutional or Not.

II the act of the legislature extending the 
charter of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
company constitutional ? 

Judge Newman is called upon to answer this 
question, and the decision he renders will affeot 
fifty to sixty cases—some of little and others of 
great importance to the litigants. 

In October, 1890, Mrs. Eidson brought suit 
against the Western and Atlantic railroad in 
the superior court of Cobb county. The case 
was tried at the March term, 1891, before Judge 
Gober, and a verdict rendered in favor of the 
plaintiff for $5,000. 

In December, 1890, Joseph E. Brown and E, 
B. Stahlman made application to the ciréuit 
court of the United Szates to be appointed re- 
ceivers to take charge of the assets of the road 
at the expiration of its charter. 

On the 27th of December, 1890, the legisla- 
ture passed an act extending the charter of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad Company for 
the purpose of winding up the litigation then 
pending in the courts against the road. The 
act was passed the day before the charter, ex- 
pired. 

Under this act extending the charter, the 
case of Mrs. Eidson against the road was tried 
in the superior court and the verdict obtained. 

Through her attorneys, Clayand Blair, of 
Marietta, she is now applying to Judge New- 
man ‘to have the $5,000 paid out of the assets 
in the hands of the receivers, the company
